BUBJECT : Conversion of 0~11 Fire Trucks

1. ©On 7 Februsry 1963 this Office received a te one 25X1
call from Colonol Hohs, A.F.5.85.C. in regard to
Conversion of 0-11 Fire Trucks. Colonel Eohs stated that
two or three years ago the AF and the Navy had their Engineering
Departments ovaluate the modifieation of General Dynamics
O-11 Fire Truck. This evaluation was never completed. The
Rugineers considered the use of chemical foam in lieu of
mechanical foam a step backward in fire fighting. The concerted
opinion of the Engineers was that mechanical foam is far superior
to chenical foam for fire fighting.

2. Colonel Hohe mtated that neither the Air Force nor the
Havy had modified any of their O-11 Fire Trucks. 3o far, this
Office has heen unable to locate any modified O-11 Pire Trucks
in operations other than the Prototype Conversion located at
General Dynamics, Fort Yorth, Texas.

3. It is understood that FAA has also seen the chemical
foam operating im the O-11, and it is suggested that contact be
nade with FAA to determine their reaction. Pending additional

25X information from FAA, 1t is recomsended that we take nc further
action to modify 0«11 trucks to chemical foam.
